call is for acreage all over the val- 
ley within twenty miles of the city in 
almost every direction where good 
land is to be found for subdivision 
into plots from a quarter of an acre 
to a still greater demand for plots of 
an acre each. 

But what we wish to. emphasize is 
the gratifying demand for small farms 
ranging all the way from five to fifty 
acres each. This acreage is being 
sought after by actual settlers who in- 
tend to go and live on the land, es- 
tablish a home on it, improve it and 
make a living out of it. There is ample 
justification for this movement on the 
part of investors. In last Wednesday 
morning's Times the correspondent 
from La Habra Valley tells of a 
ragcher who had just sold his crop of 
Chile peppers for $1400, $200 a ton, and 
the product all came from seven acres 
of ground. The owner of this little 
farm is now engaged in preparing the 
ground for a crop of winter cabbage 
which he expects will run to about as 
large an income as the peppers. If 
this hope is realized and there comes 
a revenue of $2800 from seven acres 
of ground, that seven acres is worth 
more than any twenty-five acres of 
wheat or corn land in the United 
States. 

Some days ago, The Times corre- 
spondent at Ventur& told of the sale 
of a crop of dried apricots from a ten- 
acre tract of land at $3396. Small 
farms intensely cultivated in such a 
climate as that of Southern California 
and on the rich soils which are found 
nearly all over these valleys will pro- 
duce results unequaled in almost any 
other part of the civilized world. The 
farmer has fully 300 days in the year 
in which be can employ himself in 
the cultivation of his ground. His 
work is not all crowded into a few 
weeks in the hot summer and idleness 
enforced upon him all the other 
months of the year. He can accom- 
plish more, produce more crops and 
larger ones, which will sell at higher 
prices, than can be credited to any 
ordinary farming in the world. 

The population of the section is 
increasing very rapidly and a great 
deal of it consists of ‘people of great 
wealth. There is a better home mar- 
ket for more of our products than 
has existed heretofore. Many of our 


crops, such as apricots and Chile pep- 


pers, are peculiar to this soll and cli- 
mate. For these there is always a 
good market abroad and prices nearly 
always rule high. The farmer's pros- 
pects are bright in Southern Call- 
fornia.

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With “The Times” 


Party in 
Japan's Noted Port Where All 
the Liners Tarry. 
— — 


(SPRCIAL TO THE 

NAGASAKI (Japan) Sept. 27, 1906.— 
From Kobe to Nagasaki it is about 
twenty-four hours by steamer of aver- 
age speed. The approach is through | 
the Sea of Japan, the 
great na val conflict be ween the fleets’ 
of Togo and Rojestvensky, in which | 
the latter was signally defeated and 
practically destroyed. The course from 
the Sea of Japan is through the In- 
land Sea, that remarkable and pic- 
turesque sheet of water which is Ine 
unto a gigantic canal, with tortuous 
windings and numberless 1 The 


harbor of Nagasaki is like another 
canal of smaller dimensions, and is 
completely land-locked. 

The city lies near the head of the 
harbor. where high hills rise to cut 
off the sea. 

The population exceeds 163,000, of 


which there are: Americans, 87; 
other foreigners, 1121, and Chinese, 
1086. 


The imports reach 9,800,000 yen, and 
the exports 2,200,000 yen annually. It 
is not highly Important as a commer- 
ein! point, being excelled in its trade 
by both Kobe and Yokohama. 

The principal industry in the Mitsu 
Rishi Dockyard and Engine Works, 
the largest ship-bullding firm in the 


those of the higher class of Japanese, 
are built on terraces rising above the 
town. The members of our party were 
enabled to get a good view of these 
terraces, and buildings In the course 
of a picturesque jinrikisha ride from 
the town over the hills to the village of 
Mogi, situated on the bay shore five 
miles distant from Nagasaki. The 
tandem trip, revealing hill gardens, It - 
tle farms, bamboo forests, water 
courses, extensive retaining walls, ru- 
ral Japanese life at home, and intensive 
farming everywhere, with incompara- 
ble greenery on all sides, was voted by 
the party to be a pronounced and 
unique attraction, and was greatly en- 
joyed by all. 

There are numerous schools in Naga- 
saki. Among the foreign schools are 
two large mission schools for boys and 
two more for girls, which are largely 
attended.

A 
young fellow from Penneytvaria and 
his bride came out on the ship to take 
positions in one of these schools, and | 
when they landed they were met by a 
long line of enthusiastic young Jap | 
anese students of the school, to which 
the new, teachers had been assigned. |
